The 
auto park contains 4 Pobeda personnel vars; 5 to 6 jeepa, 22 to 25 motorcycles © 
without sidecars, There are i8 to 22 wucks, locluding old Chevrolets and Dodges, 

2 eubulances, 4 tank cars, 4 radio cara on Ford chassis, 3 shop cars, 4 to 5 Stalinec 
armored cars. . . 

5. The regiment marches cut almost daliy for exercises on foot in units of 
company strength. These are usually followed by 7 to 9 tanks. In April 1953 the 
regiment conducted a four-day exercise, and later undertook a loading exercise at 
night at the freight station, working under a complete blackout. In recent weeks 
the regiment has conducted exercises near Cegiéd, using rockets and smoke projectors. 
At other times street fighting exercises are conducted in the city at night. 
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
